Transmission out in one of graders.  Consideration being given to doing a complete rebuild 

(not just transmission) to it versus buying new as this machine is not as old as others in department.  
Quote for rebuild is $186,595 compared to new at $293,000+.  Also discussed spring thaw impact 
on roads following the severity of the winter season. 

 
One of two courthouse boilers has developed leak.  Estimate to fix has been secured but 

would like to check into doing the tube replacement on both as second one will possibly not be far 
behind.
